Ofllclole of the bureau of fisheries 


declare that soa-nuiMeli aro, In a high 
degree, both palatable and nutritious. 
.The bureau goes farther anil-says that 
In-view of the abundance of the mus- 
lels and the ease with which they can 
be obtained, the neglect of them for 
tnblo uso la wasteful.' It points 'out 
that sen-mussels art found along the 
coasts of nearly all the northern half 
of the northern hemisphere', and that 
there arg beds on the New England 
coast so extensive that tho mussels 
could ba collected dnllj by Iho ton. 


It adds that many'persons consider 


the flavor of the mussel superior to 
that of the oyster; that, moreover, 
mussels are In season when the oys- 
ter Is out cf season, and that they 
are more easily cultivated Ilinn the 
oyster. 
It admits that fresh mussels 


are most difficult'to market, for they 
spoil If kept more than 2-1 hours, hut 
asserts that If canned or plckled-thby 
retain their natural flavor for months. 
The bureau recommends that such 
cheap and nutritious fond be placed 
on the market.

One home gardener who always has 


a good garden follows the" prac'tlce of 
buying a small supply of seed ry« 
•along In August and keeping a pailful! 
of this seed hanging Inside the door of 
his garage, where his garden tool* in 
kept. Beginning' about the inlcjdle ,or 
20th of August, this gardener' follow! 
the practice of sowing rye on every 
foot of his garden that becomes vacant. 
In fact, he goes further than this and 
sows rye between practically all of pis 
fall croj«. 
The rye makes 'a good 


Itart In tho autumn and gets a firm 
hold on -Ihe soil before winter seta In. 
All during the "whiter, whenever the 
ground is. not frozen, the rooti of the 
rye are" developing and working their 
way between'the soil particles and are 
picking up every choice morsel of 
plant food that nature sets free in the 
soli. 
. 


This gardener . keeps chickens and 


all during Ihe winter, when the ground 
Is not covered with snow, he turus hla 
laying hens' out npnn the growing rye 
In his garden for n short time before 
they go to roost In the evening. This 
gives Ihe hens the necessary green 
feed to sthuuhile egg production and 
costs practically nothing. 


Rye Turned Under. . 


In (he springtime, as soon tis the soil 


Is. dry enough to be plowed or spiided, 
nnd before the rye has .made any ap- 
preciable growth, the land Is complete- 
ly turned over" find the roots of the rye 
have formed nlmost n perfect mat or 
sod'ln the top three Inches of soil. In 
turning under the rye the Important 
thing Is to see. time It all goes under, 
because It any of the tor.6 are left 
sticking out of the soli they will grow 
and have to he worked out with a boa 
later. In ten days to two weeks after 
the rye 1= turned under the roots decay 
nnd, 
us there li not enoii-rh of the tops 


ol the rye [>re.*nl to" give, any difficulty, 
the soil breaks dowu In a loose mellow 
loam and every parilcla of tie planj; 
food thnt the rye has plcheJ up durlpg 
the winter time becomes available for 
the summer garden crops. 


The rye not only prevents the gar- 


•den soil from washing during the win- 
ter, but adds organic matter or green. 
manure to the soil. A very little lime 
should. be sprinkled over the surface 
after the rye Is plowed or spaded un- 
der, to correct any possible sourness 
that might be caused by the decay of 
the rye Itself. 
If nwre gardeners 


would plant rye or barley Wi ere'n 
wheat on their garden soil during the 
fall of the year, we would hear fe&s 
.about the scarcity and need of manure 
for'gardens.
